“Not a Prohibitionist and Never Expect 
to Be,” Says Chicago Reform Leader 
After His Nomination. 


Cole, former president of the 
Legislative Voters’ league and for years an 
active force in other reform organisations, 
who was nominated at Decatur on Wednes- 
day as Prohibition candidate for state treas- 
urer, has declined to be a candidate.

City 3,000 Years Old 
on High Hill in Sicily.

ASTROGIOVANNI, Sicily, Feb. 28-—In 
many ways this is the most interesting 
town I have seen in Sicily. Perhaps bet- 
ter than any other one city it character- 
izes all that is typical and peculiar te 
Sicilian geography and history. 

It has had a continuous history for nearly 
3,000 years. It was a great city even before the 
Greeks discovered Sicily. It was mighty under 
the Greeks, was a Carthagenian stronghold, it 
was a great Roman city. The Saracens cap- 
tured it and sold some of its women as slaves 
in Bagdad. It was a Norman stronghold. It is 
the powder magazine of Sicily today. It com- 
mands the heart of Sicily. It is an important 
center of emigration. It has not been changed 
or marred by modern progress. 

Castrogiovanni is in the province of Caltani- 
setta, which rivals Girgenti in wildness and 
primitive savagery and is second only to Gir- 
genti in the number of its homicides. For every 
100,000 inhabitants, homicides for Girgenti are 
sixty-five, as compared with forty-two for Cal- 
tanisetta. The other provinces rank in this or- 
der: Palermo, Catania, Trapani, Messina, Syra- 

The extent and prevalence of crime in 
Girgenti and Caltanisetta may be realized when 


more frequent in Sicily than in northern Italy; 
teen times more frequent than in England.

Prisoners Are Late Risers. 


Although after 7 o'clock in the morning only 
one had risen from his bunk. He was dressed 
like a gentleman, but in distress. While a sol- 
dier he had been stationed at Castrogiovanni, 
where he met a young Woman. After returning 
to his business and wife and two children in 
Palermo he kept thinking of the girl in Castro- 
giovanni. He returned here and with the girl 
sloped. He is now awaiting trial. 

We interviewed the other six prisoners, still 
reclining on their straw pallets on bench beds, 
each dressed in all his clothes and a night cap. 
One was awaiting trial for stealing two loaves 
of bread when drunk; one for murder, two for 
wounding men in fights growing out of a quar- 
rel. Above the keeper's room, in another tower, 
were three women awaiting trial, all arrested 
for.the malicious use of a knife in fights. 

The most interesting of the recent homicides 
of Castrogiovanni was that of a young peasant 
laborer, who suspected a 29 year old representa- 
tive of a princely family of making love to his 
wife. He gave out that he was going to Cata- 
nia. He took the evening stage to the station 
below. He climbed the hill toward night and 
found the nobleman in his house. He killed him 
on the spot and his wife died eight days later 
from wounds. 

The people of Castrogiovanni are indignant 


because the rich family of the murdered noble- 
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man has engaged the services of a Neapolitan 
lawyer to make more probable the conviction 
of the husband. To them this looks like unfatr 
use of wealth.

An excellent bleach. for all mipor discolora- 
tions and a fine letion for oily skins: Four 
ounces oil of sweet almonds, ten ounces of ‘fresh 
cucumber juice, three ounces essence of cucum- 
ber, one-half ounce of powdered white castile 
soap, forty drops tincture of benzoin. The juice 
of cucumbers is obtained by | them with 
a little water. Slice them thin, and all, and 
let them cook slowly until soft. Rub through a 
sieve and then strain through a Cloth. The es- 
sence is made by a one and one-half 
ounces of this juice and one and one-half ounces 
of alcohol. Put the essence and the soap into a 
large ‘jar or bottle; the larger the better, as the 
mixture will require much shaking. After a 
few hours, when the soap is dissolved, add the 
cucumber juice, shake until thoroughly mixed, 
then pour into a stone jar, and add the oil and 
densoin slowly, stirring constantly whtil a 
creamy liquid is obtained.

THE AMERICAN SIN. 
A prominent banker and professional 
student of economics and financial condi- 
tions, addressing the Texas Bankers’ asso- 
ciation the other day, devoted himself its 
the topic of our national extravagance, 
upon which his opinions are strong. 
Among other things he declared that this 
is by no means a new or passing phase, 
He said: 


Heedless squandering and reckless spending on 
a large scale are not passing fads or newly ac- 
quired national habits which may be laid aside at 
will or which a year or two of adversity would 
readily correct, but through long indulgence and 
pragtice they have been so deeply ingrained in the 
very fabric of our character as to become instinc- 
tive. They find expression in every shade and de- 
gree of expenditure, from vulgar and yainglorious 
display down to that miserable and petty fear 
which compels even the bravest of us to place 
gratuities out of all proportion to service into the 
outstretched palm of every funky who serves. The 
thrifty Europeans discovered this spending in - 
stinct of ours and long ago turned it to their profit. 


Undoubtedly the evil of waste, extrava- 
gance, and ostentation is one of the 
gravest and most difficult we have to face, 
and its gravity and difficulty arise from 
the fact that it is, as Mr. Talbert, the 
speaker quoted, points out, a chronic, not 
merely an acute, condition. Its cure, there- 
fore, must be slow and gradual, although 
the dangers it involves are imminent. Fo 
many generations, but especially since the 
reaction from the civil war set in, waste 
and show have been growing, the pressure 
for money has steadily increased in every 
yocation and on every social level. The 
evil permeates the whole life of the nation; 
our politics, our professions, our business 
reveal it in startling forms. 

On the other hand, signs of reaction are 
not wanting. As yet they do not make a 
sunrise. Extravagance and ostentatious 
material self-indulgence are still un- 
checked. But there is this difference, that 
they are being generally realized as evils 
and are more and more deplored. In poli- 
tics reform is by no means ineffectual. A 
new spirit of responsibility in business 
has sprung up. Better standards of suc- 
cess are growing in favor, and the higher 
interests of the nation were seldom, if 
ever, more vitally active.

On the termination of the fest!\|\:cs in Slo- 
fly the king will proceed with only a small 
suite to visit the island of Sardinia, where 
never been since his accession to the 
throne just ten years ago. In fact, I cannot 
recall that any one of his predecessors on the 
throne as King of Italy or as King of Sar- 
dinia has ever visited the island--save Victor 
Emmanuel I., who found refuge there from 
Napoleon from 1802 until 1815. Indeed, it is 
the most neglected portion of Italy, although 
wonderfully rich in mineral wealth, which is 
exploited in a ridiculously inadequate man- 
ner. 

There are plenty of traces of the mining 
industry and enterprise of the Pheenicians, 
the Egyptians, and the Carthaginians, who 
in turn owned the island, which subsequently 
was in the possession of the Romans, the 
Vandals under Genseric, the Goths, the Geno- 
ese, and the Pisans. In 1325 the pope gave 
Sardinia to the King of Aragon, and for the 
next three centuries or so Sardinia was a 
Spanish province. 

By the treaty of Utrecht in 1718 it was 
ceded to the house of Austria, which, in 1720 
persuaded Victor Amadeus, Duke of Savoy, 
who had received Bicily by the treaty of 
Utrecht, to exchange the crown of that island 
for that of Sardinia. From that time on the 
dukes of Savoy bore the title of kings of Sar- 
dinia until Victor Emmanuel II. became, just 
fifty years ago. King of Italy. 

Let me add that the first of the Savoy kings 
21 Sardinia was married to Princess Mary of 

rleans, whose mother was the daughter of 
the il! fated King Charles I. of England. The 
first Savoy queen of Sardinia was therefore 
the legitimate heiress to the British throne 
on the death of Queen Anne and the exclu- 
sion of the pretender. Indeed, the descent of 
Victor Emmanuel III., now King of Italy, 


| from the Stuart kings of England, is, through 


his ancestress, the first Savoy queen of Sar- 
dinia, less remote than that of King George 
V. of England.

Sir John Dewar, head of the great Scotch 
whisky distilling firm that-baars his name, 
has just purchased Dupplin castle the an- 
cestral home of the Bar! of Kinnoull, which 
the latter has been endeavoring for a number 
of years without success to rent to rich Amer- 
icans, advertising for the purpose in many 
of the leading newspapers on this side of the 
Atlantic. 

It is situated on the north bank of the River 
Earn, about seven miles west of Perth, occu- 
pies a commanding position, with a view em- 
bracing the whole of lower Strathearn on 
one side, as wel) as the hill of Moncreiffe, and 
the entire range of the Ochils on the other. 
The castle was partly burned down in 1827, 
but was restored in accordance with ité for- 
mer designs at an expense of $250,000. 

Queen Victoria spent some time there in 
1842, and in her Leaves from the Journal of 
Our Life in the Highlands speaks of the 
picturesque waterfall close to the house, of 
the magnificent trees dating from the gr. 
teenth and sixteenth century, and of the fact 
that around the castle was fought the san- 
guinary battle of Dupplin in 1832, when Ed- 
ward Ballol attempted to recover the crown 
of Scotland from the Bruces. 

The first Earl of Kinnoull was gentleman 
of the bedchamber to James I. and lord chan- 
cellor of Scotland, as well as the owner of 
the island of Barbados, which he had inher- 
ited from his kinsman, Sir James Hay, Ear! 
of Carlisle. The third Earl of Kinnoull sold 
Barbados back to Charles II. But it is 
claimed that he never received the purchase 
money. 

It was this same third Earl of Kinnoul! who 
during the civil war made his famous and 
romantic escape from captivity in Edinburgh 
castle by tying his sheets and blankets to- 
gether and letting himself down the face of 
the rock, which furnished to Robert Louis 
Stevenson the idea of this extraordinary feat 
which was repeated by bis French prisoner 
of war in his romance St. Ives.

It was the early emperors of Germany 
proper who quelled these berbarians; in their 
time Dane and Norseman and be- 
came Christians, and most of the Slav peo- 
ples as well, so that Europe began to take 
on a shape which we can recognize today. 

Since then the centuries have rolled by, 
with strange alternations of fortune, now 
well nigh barren, and again great with Ger- 
man achievement in arms and in government, 
in sclence and the arts. The center of power 
shifted kHither and thither within German 
ldnds; the great house of Hohenzollern rose, 
the house which hes at last seen Germany 
spring into a commanding position in the 
forefront among the nations of mankind.

To this ancient land, with its glorious past 
and splendid present, to this land of many 
memories and of eager hopes, I come from 
a young nation, which is by blood. akin to, 
and yet different from, each o€ the great 
nations of middle and western Europe; which 
has inherited or acquired much from each, 
but is changing and developing every inherit- 
ance and acquisition into something new 
and strange.

Moreover, we have taken from you not 
only much of the blood that runs through 
our veins -but much of the thought that 
shapes our minds. For generations Amer- 
ican scholars have flocked to your univerai- 
ties, and, thanks to the wise foresight: of 
his imperial majesty the present emperor, 
the intimate and friendly connection between 
the two countries is now in every way closer 
than it has ever been before. , 

Germany is preéminéntly a country in 
which the world movement of today in all 
of its multitudinous aspects is plainly visible. 
The life of the university covers the period 
during which that movement has spread 
until it is tell throughout every continent: 
while its velocity has been constantly ac- 
celerating, so that the face of the world has 
changed, and ne changing, as never 
before. It is therefore ft and appropriate 
here to speak on this subfect. 

The play of new forces is as evident in the 
moral and spiritual world as in the world of 
the mind and the body. Forces for good and 
forces for evil are everywhere evident, each 
acting with a hundred or @ thousand fold the 
intensity with which it acted in former ages. 
Over the whole earth thé swing of the pendu- 
lum grows more and more rapid, the main- 
spring coils and spreads at a rate constantly 
quickening, the whole world movement is of 
constantly accelerating velocity. 

In this movement there are signs of much 
that bodes ill. The machinery is so highly 
geared, the tension and strain are so great, 
the effort and the output have alike so in- 
creased that there is cause to dread the ruin 
that would come from any great accident, 
from any breakdown, and also the ruin that 
may come from the mere wearing out of the 
machine itself. The only previous civiliza- 
tion with which our modern civilization can 
de in any way compared is that period of 
Greoo-Roman civilization extending, say, 
from the Athens of Themistocles to the Rome 
of Marcus Aurelius, Many of the forces and 
tendencies which were then at work are at 
work now. |
